As detailed below, and m accordance with City Council-approved purchasing procedures, I am
designating as a Critical Business Need of Austin Energy, the purchase of civil construction services
from DPR Constructian We will bring an RCA to Council for ratification of this purchase next month

BACKGROUND.

On May 17th, 2006, Austin Energy (AE) entered into an agreement with Hewlett Packard (HP)
regarding services to their new facility in Northwest Austin - The agreement stipulated that AE would
facilitate the construction of a substation for HP for their new data center off Merniltown Road AE
must implement a very tight schedule to meet HP’s request to have this substation with its two
transformers energized by May 2007

DPR Construction 1s the prime contractor performing construction work for HP on the site 1n support of
their new bullding AE obtained from DPR a quote of $220,000 to perform several tasks toward the
civil construction of the substation, including excavating the substation road and installing base matenal,
and nstalling 770 feet of clectric ductbank and four associated manholes With Purchasing’s assistance,
AE has reviewed the quote and deemed 1t reasonable and acceptable Since the contractor 1s already
mobilized to perform cvil construction on the site, AE must take advantage of this opportunity to ensure
the on-time completion of the station to meet our obligation to HP
